MINISTER'S TOUR 
OF WESTERN B0GS

ATHLONE, Wednesday. 


A high-speed tour of Eire’s defences 
in the West and South by the Minister, 
for Defence. Mr. Oscar Traynor, and 
the Chief-of-Staff, Lieutenant-General 
Daniel McKenna, was opened to-day, 
when they visited the headquarters of 
the Western ,Command at Custume 
Barracks, Athlone. They are being 
accompanied on their tour, which is 
scheduled to end at the week-end, by 
Colonel Liam Egan, Quarter-Master- 
General, and Major-General C. Saurin. 

The tour, however, is .ot concerned 
entirely with Eire’s military defences ; 
considerable attention is being paid to 
the “economic ffont’’ and the fuel 
shortage, because in the Western Com- 
mand a big effort is being made to 
provide the Command’s entire require- 
ments of fuel from the bogs within its 
area, and troops are at work in twenty- 
two different turf districts, from the 
Westmeath-Roscommon border to the 
heart of Connemara. 

Mr. Traynor, who was received at 
Athlone by Colonel Felix McCorley 
and Major McAlister, lost but 
little time in inspecting a guard of 
honour, composed of »otential officers, 
before visiting the men’s mess rooms 
to see what they were having for 
dinner. It was a good healthy meal, 
and the Minister smiled as he heard 
the “No, sir” reply to the orderly 
officer's query “ Any complaints?” 
The Chief-of-Staff, too, was very 
interested in the meal, and broke 
several potatoes in order to assure him- 
self of their quality. 

The Minister lunched with the serv- 
ing officers of the Army in the officers’ 
mess, and shortly afterwards started 
the main business of his tour. His 
first visit was to Clonown bog, five 
miles from Athlone, where a composite 
unit of 300 men, all with bo 
experience, have just begun wor 
under the command of Commandant J. 
Connolly. They only started on the 
virgin bog five days ago, but already 
they have opened up a main drain 900 
yards long, several head drains, and 
turf production is in progress. Within 
a month, if favoured with good 
weather, those men, who live under 
canvas on the edge of the bog. will 
have cut 9,000 tons of wet turf, 
equivalent to 3,000 tons of dry, burn- 
able turf.

“This will help Britain to outstrip 
the Axis Powers in munitions of war." 
“Wa will see to it,” said the Presi- 
dent, ‘‘that these munitions get to 
places where they can be effectively 


used to weaken and defeat the 
aggressors.” 
he Report, the first made to Con- 


ress on the progress of the Lease-and- 
aid supply to Britain, China and 
'“other democratic nations,” does not 
mention the methods to be used to 
ensure delivery, nor does it specify how 
much has already been sent to Britain 
and elsewhere. 

The President continues: “ We have 
supplied, and will supply, ‘planes, 
guns, ammunition and other defence 
articles in ever-increasing quantities to 
Britain, China and the other demo- 
cracies resisting aggression.”’ 

The Report shows that of the trans- 
fers of war materials already made, a 
large portion of the $75,202,425 worth 
was “íor watercraft, etc.,’’ supplies 
under this head totalling $26,182,195. 

Aircraft are valued at $4,028,296, 
ammunition at $9,760,361; vehicles, 
$3,405,718; clothing and medical sup- 
plies, $616,000; signai and chemical 


equipment, $1,804,566; agricultural 
roducts, $7,998,261; - machinery, 
242,181; raw materials and metals, 


$497,806, and miscellaneous, $86,930. 

The figures do not represent the 
actual costs of war weapons. Some 
are approximations of the value after 
depreciation, obsolescence and de- 
terioration have been taken into 
account. While the total is relatively 
small, President. Roosevelt. notes that 
the exports of wat goods to Britain 
have risén steadily since September. 
1939. 

The report itself covers shipments 
for the period, March llth to May 
31st, but in the first five months of 
1941, President Roosevelt says, Britain 
was sent twelve times as many ’planes 
and ten times as many aircraft engines 
as in the first five months of 1940. 


PAST AND PRESENT 


‘Relatively more and more heavy 
bombers and medium bombers are 
being sent,” says President Roosevelt, 
and he adds that the United States 
sent 17 times as much in dollar value 
of explosives over the first four months 
of 1941, and 90 times as much in dollar 
valuation of firearms ammunition in 
the first four months of 1941 as in the 
same p®riod of 1940. 

The facts and figures, he says, are 
given “to the extent advisable, with- 
out disclosing military secrets to the 
benefit of the Axis Powers. 

‘These facts describe the past, and 
portray the present status of our aid 
to those nations so gallantly fighting 
the aggressors. They do not represent 
the most important fact of | all—the 
strong will of our people to see to it 
that these forces of aggression shall 
not rule the world. 

“ We nave before us the constant 
purpose, not of present safety alone, 
but equally of future survival,” 


NATIONAL INTEREST 


“Beginning with the outbreak of 
war, the American public began to 
realise that it was in our own national 
interest of security to help Britain, 
China and the other democratic 
nations. Beginning with the out- 
break, British and French orders began 
to be placed, but dollars could not 
immediately be turned into geroplanes, 
ships, guns and ammunition. 

‘*In those dark days when France 
was falling, it was clear that this 
Government, to carry out the will of 
the people, had to render aid over 
and above the material coming off the 
assembly line. This Government, 
therefore, made available all it pos- 
sibly could from its surplus stocks o 
munitions. 

“In June, 1940, the British Govern- 
ment received from our surplus stocks 
rifles, machine-guns, - field artillery, 
ammunition and aircraft of a value 
of more than $43,000,000—£10,750,000. 

“This was equipment which would 
have taken months and months to pro- 
duce, and which, with the exception 
of the aircraft, cost about 300,000,000 
dollars to produce during the world 
war period. .

Appli- 
cations for registration must be e 
in writing before the 18th June, 1941, 
to the Secretary, Department of 
agg 13-14 Earlsfort terrace, 
Dublin. This provision refers oniy to 

rsons who carry on the business 
of selling timber other than growing 
timber or round timber in the log. 
Timber merchants are advised to 
apply for registration when applying 
for the form of return referred to in 
the preceding paragraph. 

. The Order prohibits the sale or 
purchase of any timber (including 
rowing timber) unless the purchaser 

in possession of a permit issued by 
the Minister. This provision comes 
into operation at once, but exception 
is made for any transaction in which 
the value of the timber concerned 
does not exceed £5. 

The Order requires each person

Sirn.—Like Mr. FitzGibbon, my 
Trinity days are over. I just:had taken 
a few days away from my parish. I 
apologise for my one mistake. The 
Standing Committee, it appears, re- 
ported to Synod, but somehow 
nothing was done. The democratic 
Constitution of our Church is exempli- 
fied by my ignorance, Is it possible 
to see the report? 

Mr. FitzGibbon was quoting from 
another prayer. He did not, of course, 
choose the bit of it which prays for 
those executives that may be described 
as ‘‘ Ministers of the Crown.” This 
petition precedes that for the Parlia- 
ments. After both we pray for “all 

. in authority,’’ evidently subsidiary 
authorities. ‘Does Mr. FitzGibbon re- 
gard Mr. de Valera as a Minister of 
the Crown? I observe that he does not 
attempt to justify his statement that 
the “ High Court of Parliament '' need 
only be prayed for in Northern Ireland. 
The contrast between that and the 
‘* Parliaments in Ireland ” seems to me 
to verge on high treason. It is as 
contrary to English as to Irish law. 
He says nothing about our Army. I 
hear on all sides of youngsters who 
are not going to church, even not going 
to Communion, because the whole 
business is utterly unreal. They cannot 
even approach the Lord’s Table without 
having to pray that, “ under” 
““ George, our King,” we may be well 
‘* governed,”’ but these things do not, 
compare in importance with “ pro- 
cedure.”’ I repeat, that the honesty of 
the opposition will be shown by its 
readiness to suppott speedy action 
along traditional lines. Anyway, Mr. 
FitzGibbon is wise to throw up his 
brief. As a parson, might I conclude 
with a saying of Our Lord’s? “ Full 
well do ye reject the commandment of 
God that ye may keep your own tradi- 
tion. . . making the Word of God of 
Yours, etc., C. STack.

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Advance in Syria 
No official details are yet available re- 
garding the military operations in Syria ; 
but it is reported that the British and de 
Gaullist forces are making steady pro- 
gress all along the line. The question 
that is exereising everybody’s mind has 
not been answered yet: what resistance is 
being experienced by the Allies? Accord- 
ing to yesterday 's reports from Syria, 
opposition to the invading troops has been 
“patchy.” The French authorities in 
Syria, whatever their personal views may 
be, are loyal to their Government at 
Vichy ; and, while individual officers and 
civil servants may have decided to make 
common cause with General de Gaulle, 
the Administration, as a whole, seems to 
be determined to obey its orders. In these 
circumstances, the advancing Allies must 
be prepared to meet with a certain amount 
of resistance. British troops that were 
landed by sea on Tuesday just north of 
the River Litani (Leontes) met with 
“ pretty stiff’? opposition; but, appa- 
rently, General Wilson’s plans are 
developing smoothly. General de Gaulle’s 
representatives are exceedingly anxious to 
avoid unnecessary bloodshed, They and 
the British have informed the Syrians 
that they have come as liberators, who are 
pledged not only to rid Syria and the 
Lebanon of German influence, but also to 
abolish the mandate, and to restore 
Syrian and Lebanese sovereignty. Reports 
from the spot indicate that, on the whole, 
native opinion is not antagonistic to the 
Allies. The attitude of the French in 
Syria is difficult to ascertain, Some reports 
declare that officers and men of the Syrian 
army have gone over to General de Gaulle ; 
others assert that the French garrisons 
are wholly loyal to the Vichy Government. 
Naturally, there is much exaggeration on 
both sides. According to the French, no 
fewer than thirty British tanks 
destroyed during the first few days’ fight- 
ing, while eight British bombers were shot 
down in flames. Furthermore, two British 
destroyers are declared to have been 
damaged on Tuesday afternoon off the 
port of Sidon. On the other hand, Allied 
reports claim that the advancing troops 
already are within a few miles of 
Damascus, although some resistance is 
being encountered at Kisme, about ter 
miles south of the capital. Allied forces, 
moving westward from Iraq, are reported 
to have reached Kamishla, where the 
railway between Turkey and Iraq crosses 
Syrian territory; and there can be small 
doubt that, uniess the situation should 
undergo a drastic and unexpected change, 
the Allies will be in control of the whole 
country before the end cf the present week. 
The French Government admits that the 
de Gaullists and the British are in a 
numerical superiority; that their equip-

9a. | ment, particularly in respect of tanks and 


armoured vehicles, is better than that of 
the garrison, and that the difficulties of 
supply are almost insuperable. Its 
bulletins give no trustworthy clue to the 
attitude of the French nationals in Syria, 
on which so much depends. In many 
respects this factor is the whole crux of 
the situation. i 

From the strategic point of view, Syria's 
importance is as much as a protection for 
the oilfields of Mosul as it is as a kind of 
bridgehead for the defence of Egypt. The 
British High Command is fully alive to 
the need to keep the Germans out of 
Mosul. It already has crushed Raschid 
Ali’s revolt in Iraq, and seems to be 
taking no unnecessary risks in regard to 
the safeguarding of its oil supplies. What 
do the Germans propose to do? So far 
they have maintained a more or less dis- 
creet silence, adopting the attitude that 
the defence of Syria is a matter exclusively 
for the French Government, to which they 
have given al! possible facilities. It must 
be remembered that General Weygand and 
his associates have declared from the out- 
set that they are able to defend the French 
Empire without any help from outside; 
and it seems as if the Germans are taking 
them at their word. What will happen if 
events should prove them to have been 
mistaken—if the de Gaullist and British 
forces succeed in the capture of S;ria and 
the Lebanon in spite of French resistance, 
however strong or weak it may be? Possibly 
such a condition of affairs is just what the 
Germans wish to bring about. They may 
be glad to be able to prove to Marshal 
Pétain and his colleagues that the French 
Government is not in a position to defend 
its own interests in the Middle East, in 
which event their demands for still closer 
collaboration between Vichy and Berlin 
would be difficult to withstand. However 
that may be, it is highly unlikely that the 
Germans will stand idly by while General 
de Gaulle and his British allies take 


possession of Syria and the Lebanon. 


They know that the Turks are watching 
events in the Middle East with the 
greatest care. They know thaí Syria would 
be invaluable as a jumping-off ground for 
an attack on the Suez Canal and- Egypt; 
and Herr Hitler certainly is not the man 
to allow control of such a vital position 
to go by default. One of the greatest 
drawbacks of British strategy since the 
beginning of this war has been the way in 
which the High Command has allowed its 
energies and its resources to be dissipated. 
The Germans were able to recapture Libya 
because General Wavell was forced to send 
large numbers of troops and quantities of 
material to Greece, thus falling in the 
long run between two stools.

While the British Navy was 
busily engaged in the waters around Crete, 
the Germans and Italians are believed to 
have forried substantial reinforcements, 
both in men and material, across the 
Sicilian Channel to Libya. The British 
also have been reinforced from East 
Africa, and General Wavell probably dis- 
poses of a stronger army to-day than he 


has had at any time since the war began. 
| Yet the fact remains that the advance 


The Lease and Lend Bill, after a short 
and stormy passage through Congress, 
became law during the first half of March. 
It was designed to supersede the “ Cash 
and Carry ” Act, which previously had 
governed Great Britain’s relations, in 
regard to supplies of war material, with 
the United States, and had become clearly 
necessary from the day when Great 
Britain informed Washington that she had 
reached the end of her cash resources in 
America. The new bill, as our readers are 
aware, permitted Britain, China, and 
other belligerent democracies to acquire 
American material without actual pay- 
ment; the goods could be lent, offered in 
return for other products, hired, or 
handed over as a free gift. Yesterday 
President Roosevelt made a report to 
Congress on the Act’s operation between 
March 10th and May 3ist. During that 
period the Americaps had transferred 
goods to the value of not less than 
£18,000,000. ‘‘ Watercraft,  etc.’’—no 
further details are given—account for 
£6,500,000 of this sum; ammunition for 
£2,500,000; agricultural produce for 
£2,000,000; aircraft for £1,000,000; 
vehicles—which presumably include tanks 
and armoured cars—for £750,000, and 
signal and chemical equipment for 
£500,000. These figures, of course, are 
only a fraction of the total sums which 
will be involved under the Lease and 
Lend Act. President Roosevelt has the 
power to transfer goods to a total value 
of approximately £1,750,000,000, of which 
£1,000.000,000 already has been set aside 
for specific purposes; and the goods will 
be forthcoming as rapidly as they can be 
produced from the great American 
factories. Nobody in Britain—whither, of 
course, by far the larger part of them has 
gone—would deny the importance of these 


‘supplies from America. Germany his 


admitted that she was creating huge stores 
of war materials for several years b.-fore 
the outbreak of war, whereas Creat 
Britain was in a dangerously unprepared 
state not merely when the conflict began, 
but for the better part of a year after- 
wards. She had not aircraft enough to 
play a decisive part in the battle for 
France, and even at the time of Dunkirk 
a large proportion of her fighting forces 
at home was without rifles. The situation 
is very different nowadays—thanks, in 
large measure, to American help. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt tells how, immediately 
after the retreat from Dunkirk, the 
British received field 
artillery, ammunition and aircraft to a 
value of £11,00U,000. £11,000,000 is little 
enough in terms of to-day’s expenditure, 
but those munitiong must have contributed 
greatly to the strengthening of British 
moral in those dark hours. | 
Britain needs American help just as 
urgently to-day. Her own defences are 
formidable, but they cannot be too for- 
midable ; her soldiers are fighting in Syria, 
while they stand on guard in Cyprus, 
Egypt and Palestine; Singapore has just 
been strengthened almost beyond measure. 
Numerous as her aircraft may be in 
comparison with a year ago, they still 
are outnumbered substantially by the 
machines of the Luftwaffe. She needs 
more merchant ships for the transport of 
troops and goods, while she needs more 
ships of war to protect them. The British 
factories appear to be doing magnificent 
work, but the pace of production inevitably 
has been slowed by the German bombing 
attacks, and a steady flow of finished 
from the United States is 
essential. These American supplies are 
not only a physical, but a moral, asset 
to the British people. 
prising, indeed, that the reports of pro- 
ceedings in Congress, and of speeches by 
President Roosevelt and his Ministers, 
have become “front-page news”; for 
Britain’s chances of victory or defeat very 
largely depend upon the outcome of those 
debates and specches. The productive 
power of the United States is so huge 
that, joined with Britain’s, it could 
exceed the total production of the “ Axis”’ 
Powers without difficulty ; but an enormous 
organisation must be set in motion, and 
such a task cannot be achieved in a week 
or two. A certain amount of opposition 
must be faced—witness the sticcessful 
challenge that “ big business” made to 
the “confiscation bill ” last week, and 
the strikes that are raging in several of | 
the largest factories. Moreover, not all 
the goods despatched from America reach 
England in safety, and England’s supply 
of shipping is not great enough to carry 
all the war material which is available 
for her. That is the reason why ‘‘ water- 
craft, etc.,’’ figures so largely in the list 
of American supplies, and accounts for 
£137,500,000 out of the total appropria- 
tion under the Lease and Lend Act. With- 
out a sufficiency of shipping—enough to 
make good all the German sinkings and 
to raise Britain’s merchant fleet above its 
pre-war level—American aid cannot be 
fully effective. For that matter, a time 
seems to have arrived when American 
warships must help the Royal Navy to 
keep the Atlantic open to British shipping.

Television in Colour 


Invention, apart from things of military 
importance, is rather slow in war-time, 
but it is understood that television in 
colour is a possibility when peace returns. 
The B.B.C. closed down their television 
service at the Alexandra Palace when the 
war started, and no work has been done 
there since, but at that time experiments 
were being made, and the results of these 
have not yet been demonstrated. It is said 
that had there been no war the radius of 
television would have been greatly ex- 
tended, and good reception had been 
reported as far away as Southampton, 
though reception was not guaranteed out- 
side a forty miles’ radius. The B.B.C. is 
not now working on the problem of tele- 
vision in colour, but experts outside its 
ranks are understood to be making con- 
siderable progress. 


Cattle Feeding-stuffs 


British farmers will have to prepare for 
a scarcity of feeding-stuffs next winter, 
and stocks of cattle will have to be much 
reduced in the course of the next few 
months. Many inferior cattle are already 
being killed, and the time is good for 
dealing with such beasts. It is understood 
that farmers will do well to realise that 
if they are unable to obtain feeding-stuffs 
at a later date they will not be able to 
demand supplies from the Ministry of 
Agriculture as a condition for providing 
milk, but will have to rely solely on their 
own resources. It is pointed out that 
farmers should now work out for them- 


| 
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selves the amount of feeding-stuffs they 
will require and set to work to have 
supplies in hand. In this connection 
everything possible is being done to 
promote the use of silage,

Although the Irish bloodstock in 
has been hit rather badly by a 
conditions, breeders seem to be standing 
up well to the times.

Gurope at Peace

Painted Ceilings 


In reference to your note on painted 
ceilings (writes a correspondent), it might 
possibly interest you to hear of a happen- 
ing told me by the late Rev. Edward 
Martin Banks, an old Methodist minister, 
who died forty-eight years ago at the age 
of eighty-one. I, of course, was a young 
man at the time. 

It appears that when stationed at 
Galway as a young man (he was only 
eighteen at the time) he was requested by 
&a country gentleman to hold a Service in 
his house. The Service was held in the 
drawingroom, where about forty guests 
were assembled. 

At the time of his visit his host, who, 
by the way, wore knee-breeches, and had 
his hair in a queue at the back tied with 
ribbon, had an Italian employed painting 
his ceilings. It would appear that about 
that time (1830) quite a number of 
Italian artists were engaged in painting 
ceilings in Dublin, and I rather fancy 
some of them remain to this day. 

Two other items of interest I remember 
my friend telling me. One was that he 
and Mrs. Banks travelled in the same mail 
coach from Limerick to Cork with the 
famous Father Mathew, and another that 
he travelled from Holyhead to Howth in 
the mail packet in the year 1828. 


Proof Corrections 


James Joyce, with his thirty pages of 
typographical corrections for ‘Ulysses,’ 
takes rank with many other authors who 
have made voluminous alterations in their 
proofs. 

Watts-Dunton, the friend of Swinburne, 
was a terror to his printers. He would 
delete or insert long sentences and make 
numerous corrections, and would then ask 
for a revised proof and repeat the process. 

Some printers make a careful estimate 
of the cost of such alterations, as 
Laurence Housman discovered when, after 
making many changes in the proofs of one 
of his novels, he received a bill for £100 
on account of the extra work involved.

THE EXISTING SYSTEM 


Mr. COSTELLO said that the intro- 
duction of the bill was in no way a 
criticism of the Minister for Justice for 
his handling of a recent situation. He 


‘was perfectly satisfied now that what- 


ever differences deputies on his side of 
the House had with the Minister on 
that occasion they were due to a very 


large extent, if not entirely, to a mis- 
un 


erstanding. The circumstances of 
that occasion, however, had given rise 
to misgivings as to the effectiveness of 
the existing machinery in the Constitu- 
tion for the safeguarding of the prin- 
a of independence of the judiciary. 
which the onstitution might be 
amended by ordinary legislation. After 
the 24th of this month it could only be 
amended by referendum. 
Under the system obtaining in this 
country at the moment, the Govern- 
ment was dependent on a party system 
in the Dail, and, by reason of the 
machinery provided for the election of 
senators, the Executive must have a 
majority also in the Senate. While the 
two Houses were similarly constituted 
thére was no safeguard whatever for 
the principle. of independence of the 
judiciary—-a majority of one in both 
eet could remove any judge from 
Office. 


SAFEGUARD NEEDED 


There was always a tendency for a 
Government whose policy was of such a 
character as to bring it from time to 
time in conflict with the law to be 
restive and irritable when judicial pro- 
nouncements impaired the operation 
and working of its policy, but he 
thought it was generally accepted by 
all parties in the House as a funda- 
mental principle that. there should be 
a Constitutional safegoard for the inde- 
pendence of the judiciary. 

He was not wedded to the terms of 
the present bill. | Under the present 
system District Justices and Circuit 
Judges had no constitutional safe- 
guards; in fact a Disciplinary Com- 
mittee, to which he had objected, to 
deal with District Justices had been 
set up under the 1936 Act, and unless 
absolute safeguards were provided in 
the Constitution: there was always the 
danger that a future Government might 
seek to apply the same eng ee 
methods first to Circuit Court Judges, 
and then to High Court, and even 
Supreme Court Judges. 


CITIZENS’ GUARANTEE 


Mr. J. DILLON (F.G., Monaghan), 
seconding the motion, said that one of 
the greatest guarantees of a peaceful 
Commonwealth was the assurance of 
the humblest citizen that there was a 
tribunal in existence, before which in 
defence of his rights he was equal to 
the mighties in the land, including the 
Government itself. 

One of his apprehensions with regard 
to this matter was that no matter how 
they were picked, all the judges were 
not going to be winners. Some were 
going to cause disappointment. Suppos- 
ing the impression were to ga abroad 
that interested parties would report 
judges to the. Áttorney-General, and 
there were a danger of action following, 
was there not serious danger that a 
weak judge, whose conscience, perhaps, 
was not altogether clear, might not, 
seek to make friends with the Govern- 
ment of the day. He wanted the 
absolute independence of the Judiciary 
restored. 


TALKATIVE D.J.S 


Mr. Wm. NORTON (Lab., Carlow- 
Kildare) said that it seemed to him 
that in their desire to give greater 
independence to the judges the authors 
of the bill had overstepped the mark, 
and were tying the hands of the Execu- 
tive and preventing them from dealing 
with a case in which action by the 
Legislature was obviously called for. 
He did not think it was right that a 
majority of the Supreme Court should 
decide first whether a judge was to be 
removed. Human feelings and human 
frailty being what they were it was 
quite unlikely that they would get a 
gnajority for the removal of a judge. 

He said that the one thing -that 
would undermine the independence of 
the judiciary was irresponsible state- 
ments that were made by some district 
justices, statements that were calcu- 
fa’ * to disturb the natural reverence 


people ought to have for the inde | 


pendence of the judiciary. When they 
got aye deciding cases not by law; 
ut a condition of mental seediness 
it did more to undermine than any- 
thing in the Constitution. In this bill 
they were going to take district 
justices into their arms and ensure that 
notwithstanding a tradition of intem- 
perate utterances by some of them they 
could now be as intemperate as they 
liked, and those that were bad could 
be a thousand times worse. 


GOVERNMENT'S 


VIEW 


Mr. DE VALERA said that the 
Government did not propose to acce 
the bill. They considered that the 
Constitution provided adequate safe- 
guards for the judiciary, but admitted 
that it might be ware Í to provide 
certain machinery which should be put 
into operation before a judge could be 
removed. The independence of the 
judiciary was a generally accepted 
principle, but the question of absolute 
irremovability had not been found to 
work in practice anywhere. Everybody 
realised that judges had to be removed 
in the public interest, and provision 
had to be made for these cases. 

At present a judge could only be 
removed by a vote of the ge Ba then 
of the Senate, on a motion wherein the 
rey oe § or misbehaviour alleged must 
be stated. He did not think that there 
could be any suggestion that the judges 
in this country were not independent. 
The recent case was not one to justify 
any fears that the power of removal 
would be abused or used in any 
arbitrary way. When that case arose 
it became immediately apparent that 
there must be i to make the 

rocess work effectively and fairly. 
is suggestion on that motion, 
had it gone on, would have been 
to set up a Select Committee of the 
ouse, of all partied, to 
examine the case for removal and to 
hear evidence for and against. He 


did not think Parliament would he 
wise to incorporate mac in 
the Constitution, because that

£185,000 FOR FORESTRY 


Moving an estimate of £185,264 for 
forestry, Mr. T. DERIG, Minister for 
Lands, who spoke in Irish, said that 
the vote showed a decrease of £43,991 
compared with last vear. There was an 
increase of £20,110 in the estimated 
receipts, mainly realised from sales of 
timber. ese increased sales and 
anticipated sales during 1941-42 repre- 
sented considerable inroads on the stock 
of mature timber in the hands of the 
Forestry Division. 

Supplies of seeds, said the Minister, 
for sowing in the nurseries had fallen 
below estimatea requirements, but the 
effect of this reduction would not 
become apparent fo: another two or 
three years. It seemed, unfortunately, 
inevitable that some reduction of the 

lanting programme must be envisaged, 

ut it had been decided to push on as 
rapidly as possibile with preparations 
for increased activities as soon as 
normal conditions returned. The ‘area 
of land acquired during the year was 
9,483 acres, as compared with 12,739 
acres during the previcus year. Final 
figures for last season’s planting opera- 
tions would, it was anticipated, be 
close on 6,000 acres, which fell far short 
of the results achieved in recent years. 
The area of forest lands in hands had 
now reached the total of approximately 
146,275 acres, while the number of 
forest centres had increased to 102. 

Last season approximately 868,000 
seedlings and 40,000 transplants were 
ordered from nurserymen in Ireland, 
and some exchanges of plants were 
made with the Six Counties Govern- 
ment. 

So as to be better able to meet the 
demand for wood as an alternative fuel, 
the Forestry Division was in constant 
communication with the Department of 
Supplies with a view to arranging that 
the firewood reserves of the country 
would be available for use where 
necessary.
